in yesteday's mail reminded me of ny interview of General dames Gavin in early 
3une of 1967 fcr i960. What X remember of that suggests that there may bo additional 
similar records in o'ther army files or in personal archives. 

X was asked in an emergency, the man who owned tho syndicated/how not 
having turned up, to do the interviews at the animal American booksellers Assoc- 
iation convention for Authors’ ^oundtablo. One of those figo had a book that 
had just appeared was General Gavin. 

In the course of tho interview ho confirmed that JFK had ordered tliat 1 ,000 
of our men be returned from VH by the end of the year. He went f arthur . He told 
me tliat JFK had called generals in to persuade them. 

The argument he told me JFK used stick in my mind because it was so simple 
and yet so true. told tho generals he called in that the problem in VH was 
political and not military and then asked, ?What can I do to convince you, .." or 
"what can I say," I'm now not certain which, "that political problems are not 
susceptible of military solutions?"
